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Beferenced teletype indicates that TRIFFIN stated that 
appointee in this latter respect, had beeh active in numerous 
organizations, "some of which had been characterized as Com¬ 
munist front organizations...."

With respect to the above, it was noted that Professor TRIFFIN 
in the interview set forth in this report made no mention of 
any information indicating that appointee had ever been con¬ 
nected with any organizations which had been characterized as 
Communist front organizations, and in fact had furnished con¬ 
siderable information reflecting on appointee's llberaidand 
anti-Communlst outlook. It was then brought to Professor 
TRIFFIN*s attention that he had been intervi ewed in 1947, in 
the investigation of | ~| Professor TRIFFIN 

stated he recalled this interview and the information he had 
furnished. He recalled that he had used the above analogy 
noting that he had had in mind the book entitled "Men of Good 
Will" written by the French author JULES ROMAINS, which dealt 
with two young university men who were close friends, but of 
oppositetempei^ent, though of similar points of view. He ob¬ 
served that there was a striking s imilarity between the c haracters 
in this book and the appointee and | | Pro- 

fessor TRIFFIN also recalled that he had spoken of | | 

as a person with a philosophical outlook and passive temperment, 
whereas the appointee was a very energetic and active individual. 

He noted, however, that the above mentioned book by JULES ROMAINS, 
refers to the active character using the French word "militant." 
Professor TRIFFIN went on to say that the French word "militant" 
is not quite the same as the word militant in English, and that 
he did not wish to convey the idea that the appointee was 
militant in the sense of being an organizer, but rather in the 
French meaning of the word, that he was an active participant 
in discussions. 

Professor TRIFFIN alsorwent on to state that he had no recollection 
of having stated in 1947 that the appointee had been active in 
numerous organizations some of which had been characterized as 
Communist front organizations. He added that in 1947 he ina$! have hadi 
mind to state that the appointee had impressed him as being so 
active in discussing world problems and talking before so many 
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student groups "that it was possible that some of these 
organizations may even have been Communist front organizations." 

He added, however, that if he had made such a statement it 
was purely as a figure of speech and that he had no knowledge 
then or since, th&t the appointee had ever in fact talked be¬ 
fore any Communist front organizations. 

For the information of the Bureau, the writer noted that Pro¬ 
fessor TRIFFIN spoke with a French a ccent and tended to utilizer’ 
words and expressions reflecting his I I background. 

This is being noted since it may explain Professor TRIFFIN’s 
inability to clearly express his ideas in 1947, ai^ indicated 
above. 

It is further noted that Professor ROBERT TRIFFIN was the 
subject of a recent Special Inquiry investigation in January, 

1961, which reflects that he has spent much of his time in 
recent years in Europe.

Professor ROBERTTRIFFIN, Yale University, New 
Haven, Conn., advised he knew appointee from 
latter’s Harvard Undergraduate days; recalled 
that appointee was an active ’’liberal and pro¬ 
gressive” in the sense of being "an enthusiastic 
New Dealer.” Stated that he has always known ap¬ 
pointee to be strongly anti-Communist and con¬ 
cerned with Communist infiltration of liberal 
organizations.

On February 8, 1961, ROBERT TRIFFIN, Pelatiah Perit 
Professor of Political and Social Sciences, Yale Uni¬ 
versity, advised that he has known ARTHUR SCHLESINGER, JR., 
since the period of about 1935 to 1938, when he was an 
Graduate student residing in Adams House, at Harvard 
University, and the appointee was an Undergraduate, who 
also resided in Adams House.

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Professor TRIFPIN stated that at that time the appointee 
and another Harvard Undergraduate I ^ 

were among his closest friends. Professor TRIFFIN stated 
that in 1938, he went back to Europe, but returned to 
Harvard during the years 1939 - 1942, when he was again 
in touch with the appointee, but not as closely as pre¬ 
viously. He stated that after 1942, he had only been in 
contact with the appointee once or twice a year either in 
Washington, D.C. or Cambridge, Massachusetts. 

Professor TRIFFIN stated that both the appointee and 
I were ve ry intellectu ally curious, both had 
inquiring minds. I I main interest was in the 

field of philosophy while SCHL ESINGER*s ma in interest was 
in history and politics. Both | l and SCHLESINGER 

were inclined to be ’’liberal and progressive politically.” 
Professor TRIFFIN stated that by the latter he meant that 
the appointee was an enthusiastic New Dealer and admirer 
of President ROOSEVELT. 

Professor TRIFFIN stated that SCHLESINGER, as a Harvard 
Undergraduate^impressed him with his great energy and his 
desire to speak forth on many issues of the day. He noted 
there were many student forums and discussions at that time 
dealing with such questions as peace, disarmament, and 
neutrality. He stated that from discussions he had had with 
SCHLESINGER that he was aware that SCHLESINGER loved to 
participate in these discussions very actively. Professor 
TRIFFIN stated, however, that he had never participated in 
any of SCHLESINGER’s student political activities, nor had 
he ever accompanied SCHLESINGER to any of them and was unable 
to recall the names of any particular organizations or activities 
with which SCHLESINGER bad been connected as a Harvard Under¬ 
graduate. He added, however, thkt he had no recollection or 
impression that SCHLESINGER had ever been associated with 
any organizations at Harvard which were suspected at that 
time, or at a later date, of being Communistic or sympathetic 
to Communism or being Communist front organizations. He stated 
that SCHliESINGER had never Impressed him as having any Com¬ 
munist ideas or being a Communist sympathizer or fellow 
traveler and skated, ”I am sure today that he would never 
have been connected with anything that was Communistic.” 
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Professor TRIFFIN stated that when he referred to appointee 
as a ’’liberal and progressive", he did not use these terms 
in a derogatory sense but rather in the same sense that one 
uses these terms to describe the political outlook of either 
a liberal Democrat or a liberal Republican. 

Professor TRIFFIN also related that one of his earliest 
and most definite recollections of the appointee's having 
a serious discussion with him concerning the subject matter 
of Communism was at a meeting he had had in 1947 with the 
appointee in Washington, D.C. He stated that at that time 
SCHLESINGER had either just written, or was in the process 
of writing, the book entitled ^^e Vital Center". Professor 
TRIFFIN noted that this book vflP^definltely antt-Communist 
and was written for liberals pR^nting out that liberals had 
to beware of the Communist menace and Communist infiltration 
tactics. He stated that at that time SCHLESINGER had a 
serious discussion with him relative to the question of 
whether a Government employee, who was reasonably suspected 
of having been a Communist, but about whom one could not 
quite prove the point, should be permitted to hold Govern¬ 
ment employment. He stated that in their discussion the 
appointee took the position that even though it could not 
be definitely proved, where there werereasonable grounds to 
believe the person had been a Communist, that he should be 
dismissed from Government service. Professor TRIFFIN noted 
that in subsequent conversations with the appointee, the 
latter has Impressed him as being aware of the danger of the 
Communist conspiracy and has always taken a strong anti¬ 
communist position. 

Professor TRIFFIN stated that in summation, "I do not know of 
anyone who has been so acuMy aware of, and concerned with 
the danger of Communist Infiltration of liberal groups and 
has spent so much of his time fighting Communists, and fellow 
traveler infiltration of liberal groups as ARTHUR SCHLESINGER." 

Professor TRIFFIN stated that the appointee impressed him as 
being oAetbf the most brilliant young men he has met, that he 
has always known the appointee to be of irreproachable morality, 
sound personal habits, good associates, and is a loyal American. 

He stated he would enthusiastically recommend SCHLESINGER for 
a position of the highest trust.

New York T-1 was recontacted on February 11, I 96 I, 
and the informant stated that he vaguely recalled SCHLESINGER, 
JR., and he could furnish no additional information pertaining 
to SCHLESINGER, JR. 

The informant advised that in view of the fact 
he vaguely recalled SCHLESINGER, JR., he would not appear 
before a Hearing Board regarding SCHLESINGER, JR, 

It is noted that in July, 1948, ARTHUR MEIER 
SCHLESINGER, JR. was the subject of an applicant type 
investigation in the matter entitled "ARTHUR MEIER 
SCHLESINGER, JR.; EUROPEAN RECOVERY PROGRAM." 

Other confidential informants familiar with 
some phases of Commimist Party activities in the New 
York,City area advised they could furnish no information 
regarding the activities of ARTHUR MEIER SCHLESINGER, JR.

Fascism 
first disclosed the sirister possibilities of the 
total manipulation of thought and belief; the U.S.S.R. 
has now extended these same possibilitied into an 
appalling campaign to rewrite history, to expurgate 
philosophy and to enslave science." 

"I happen to believe that the Communist Party 
should be granted freedom of political action and 
that communists should be allowed to teach in 
Universities so long as they do not disqualify 
themselves by Intellectual distortions in the classroom. 
I vigorously oppose the Parnell Thomas approach 
to the Communist problem; and l believe that this 
approach has long since reached the stage of diminishing 
returns as far as public opinion is concerned. But to 
imply, as Professor Jones does imply, that the Parnell 
Thomases are the only threat to intellectual freedom 
in the twentieth century is preposterous."

Sohleslnger was Investlgate^^By the-»Ped=eral C 
Bureau of Investigation In July, 1948, under the 
European Recovery Program. Oenerally, all persona 
Interviewed in connection with this investigation 
described Sohlesinger as a violently anticommunist 
liberal. No one alleged that he was or ever had been 
a communist or a communist sympathizer. One well- 
known New 7ork lawyer gave Schleslnger his unqualified 
recommendation. One other individual who has furnished 
reliable information in the past reported that 
Sohlesinger was '^liberal throughout the Roosevelt era 
and like so many other liberals, was pro-Soviet.” 

Many persons interviewed indicated that Schleslnger 
since World War II had become increasingly aware of 
communist tactics and strategy, including communist 
front groups and has actively written against all 
sides of them In his various books, editorials, and 
writings. Many of his teaching associates, references, 
and acquaintances characterized Schleslnger as a ”New 
Deal liberal,” anticommunist, extremely learned, 
a leader for freedom of expression, and opposed to 
"investigations and witchhunts.” All, however, stated 
that they considered him to be entirely loyal to the 
United States. 


Our investigation developed that Arthur M. 
Sohlesinger, Sr., the father of Arthur M. Schleslnger, Jr. 
was a professor of history at Harvard. Sohlesinger, Sr., 
has been in the past a member of, affiliated with or 
active In numerous organizations which bsve been 
designated by the Attorney Oenersl of the United States 
under Executive Order 10450, or have been cited as 
communist fronts by various Congressional committees.

Our files reveal that Schleslnger, Jr., 
has been active In the ADA for many years.

He has been described by several newspaper editorialists

Schleslnger has been the author of several 
books, mostly concerning political personages In the 
hi8to!*leal vein. Including "The Age of Jackson" In 
191+5, for which he received the New York Newspaper 
Guildi Award for the best book of the year, and the 
1945 Pulltser Prize for History. He has also contri¬ 
buted; articles to "Fortune," "Life," "Atlantic 
Monthly," and "The Nation" magazines and to numerous 
newspapers. There are set forth below excerpts from 
certain Schleslnger writings which characterize his 
political thinking and demonstrate his application of 
those theories to various issues of the day. 

Re: Socialism 

Schleslnger has long been an advocate of 
libertarian socialism and his writings have continuously

exhorted that In suoh a course lies the only hope for 
the future of the United States. The excerpts below 
furnish aomewhAt In detail his political orientation: 

The following statement was Included by 
Schleslnger In the 19143 repoi^t of the Harvard College 
Class of 1938: 

"I am also active In organizing the Americana 
for Democratic Action* the non«>Communlst* liberal 
organization. I regard the Americans for Democratic 
Action as my chief outside activity because I am more 
and more oonvlnoed that the only hope for world peace 
lies In the triumph of the non*Communlst left and the 
repudiation of totalitarianism whether Communist or 
Rightist In its trademark. This means a positive 
pro*Democratlo, antl«tot0lltarlan policy. I am for 
the Marshall Plan and for full support of the free 
Socialist Parties of Europe and I am against Wallace.* 
Taft. Dewey* and Stassea.” ( 12U-530-U2 page 4, 5) 

In the May-June* 19i47» Issue of "The Partisan 
Review*" appeared an article by Schleslnger captioned* 
"The Future of Soolallsmt The Perspective How." In 
this article Schleslnger discusses at length the 
question: "Has nonwCommunlst* libertarian socialism 
a future? Abstracting the question for a moment from 
current political actualities* one must answer that 
there Is no inherent reason wfay democratic socialism 
should not be possible." He states that "If socialism 
(l.e.* the ownership by the state of all significant 
roehns of production) Is to democracy* It must 

be brought about step by step In a way which will not 
disrupt the fabric of custom* law* and .-sihtualvirAohf idanoe 
upon which personal rights depend. That is* the 
transition must be piecemeal; It must be parliamentary; 
It must respect civil liberties and due process' law. 
Socialism by suoh means used to seem fantastic to the 
hard*eyed melodramatlsta of the Lenlnistfi persuasion; 
but even Stalin la imported to have told Harold Laskl 
reoently that It might be possible." 
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Arthur M. Sohlealnger, Jr. 


3chlesinger relates that the classical 
argument against "gradualisia" was that the Capitalist 
ruling class would resort to violence rather than 
surrender its prerogatives; however, Schleslnger 
claims this argument is Invalid as it overestimates 
the polltioal courage and will of the Capitelists. 

Later In the article he states, "••.there seems no 
iniierent obstacle to the gradual advance of sooialism 
in the United States through a series of New Deals" 
and relates that in past depressions private ownership 
has begged the Government to assume ownership and 
contrdU He continues, "Socialism, then, appears quite 
practicable within this frame of reference, as a long* 
term proposition. Its gradual advance might well 
preserve order and law, keep enough internal checks and 
discontinuities to guarantee a measure of freedom, and 
evolve new and real foms for the expression of 
democracy. The active agents in effecting the transition 
will probably be, not the working class, but some 
combination of lawyers, business and labor managers, 
politicians and intellectuals, in the manner of the 
first New Deal, or of the Labor Government in Britain." 

Schlesinger continues by discussing the 
obstacles to attaining socialism, i.e., the Capitalists, 
the misled liberals, and the Soviet Union. The first 
two a'f ore-mentioned obstacles Schlesinger terms as 
"more' or less unconscious obstacles to a tranquil passage 
to sdclallsm." The role of the Soviet Union; however, 
he describes as "intelligent, purposeful, and determined" 
having recognized that the most deadly foe of communism 
is the "radical democrat who proposes to solve the 
problems of uneitiployment and want without enslaving 
the masses and setting up a police state." 

In order to overcome these obstacles 
Schlesinger proposes that the United States must remain 
strong enough so that the Soviets will decide against 
aggressions that might provoke a war because of the 
risk involved. At the same time it must be elearly 
demonstrated that the United States has no aggressive

Intentions toward the Soviet Union. He theorized 
that given sufficient time the Soviet Internal tempo 
will slow down and the ruling class will become more 
security-minded and less risk-minded. Sohleslnger further 
states that a program of containment requires a ring of 
stable and satisfied countries around Bussia, which 
program could bo materially assisted by the Marshall 
Plan. He continues that if the foregoing can be 
accomplished the "politioian-manager-lntelleotual type— 
the Nbw Dealer” might be able to direct the movement 

toward demooratio sooiallam, .

In the July 29# 1946# issue of "Life” magazine 
there appeared an article by Sohleslnger captioned, 

"The U, S. Communist Party," which article presented 
in detail Sohleslnger*a analysis of the activities 
end theories of the Communist Party and his views con¬ 
cerning those subjects. He recounts the Party*a history 
quoting as the Party*a two main commitments "to support 
and advance the U. S. S. H., and to promote the 
establishment of Socialism in the U. S.” Sohleslnger 
compares the relation of Moscow to the Communist Party, 

U. 3., A., to that of a football coach to his team, 
noting that while the team la run on a play-by-play 
basis by Its quarterback, the coach may occasionally 
send in instructions or new players. He describes 
the Party as "The present Communist Party is thus a 
throwback to the Party of the *20s with both Its 
sectarianism and Its Intranslganoe. Its main objective 
is by policies of disruption and blackmail to avert a 
war with the Soviet Union or to make sura, if war comes, 

that the U, 3. is badly prepared to fight it.From 

the start the Party's operations have been conspiratorial, 
its activities largely clandestine. Since it has no 
mass base in the U. 3., Its possibilities of open 
influence on national policy ere limited. Moreover, 
early persecutions# as well as Comintern instructions, 
confirmed its belief that, as a smell and 111-armed band 
operating In a hostile environment, it was justified 
in using any methods to advance the cause."

Sohldslnger oomments in this article with 
regard to Oongresslonel qommltteos Investigating 
aubveralon as follows; "The Dles-Ranklnnonsense has 
hopelessly obsoured the problem of communists In 
Government, however, by smearing so many non-Oommunlst 
liberals aa Communist that most such allegations tend 
to leave government officials glum and Immobile......While 

the espionage threat oannot be shrugged off, it oannot 
be solved by witch hunts or by un-Amerloen committees. 

It oan safely be left to the competent hands of the 
, FBI. Does the Communist Party present a revolutionary 
threat to this country? This Is the specter raised so 
fervently by Dies and Hankln. It should be said In the 
first place that there la nothing un-Amerloan about 
revolution. James Wilson, who helped draft the 
Constitution and was a greater expert on these matters 
than Dies, wrote, *A revolution principle certainly Is, and 
certainly should be taught as a principle of the 
Oonatitutlon of the United States.* The Dios definition 
of un-AmerloanIsm would include George Washington, 

Thomas Jefferson, John Adams, Robert S. Lee, Jefferson 
Davis and Scarlett 0*Hara—-all bebels, disloyalists, 
and opponents of oonatltuted authority.” 

Aa to communist taotios he states, ”0n the 
record. Communists have fought other leftists as 
viciously aa they have fascists. Their methods are 
Irreb one liable with honest cooperation, aa anyone viho 
has tried to work with them has found out the hard way." 

In oonolualon the article states: "The 
Communists are looking to a next depression as their 
happy hunting ground. The way to defeat them is not to 
pass repressive legislation or return Martin Dies to 
public service, but to prevent that depression and to 
oorroot the faults and Injustloes In our present system, 
which make even freedom-loving Americans look wistfully 
at Russia. If oonaervatives spent more time doing this 
and less time smearing other people who are trying to 
do it as Communists, they would get much further In the 
Job of returning the C. P., U. 3. A, to its proper place 
beside the Buohmanltes and Holy Pollers," 
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Arthur M, Sohlesinger, Jr 


In the January, I9J48, Issue of the publioatlon 
"The Student Progressive," published by the Harvard 
Liberal Union, a ohapter of Students for Deinooratlo 
Action at Cambridge, Massaohusetta, appeared an artlole 
by Sohloslnger oaptloned, "Liberals and Communists." 

In this artlole Sohleslnger oonslders the oepabilltlee 
of the oommunlsts in a somewhat different light saying, 
"The Communists have been a nuiaanoe to the American 
left's They are not in any sense (espionage aside) a 
national danger and there is not reason for national 
hysteria about them. Indeed, liberals must protect 
Communists in thdir rights of free speech and free 
oomrounloation. They can become dangerous to the nation 
only if another depression shakes the foundation of 
our life. It is up to the Uemooratlo left to develop 
programs and leadership whioh will head off the depression 
before it comes. The only fundamental way to atop 
the Communists is to remove the conditions whioh 
breed totalitarian solutions." 

In 1950, Sohleslnger authored a pampdilet 
sponsored by "The Public Affairs Committee, Inc.", 
(deaorlbed as a nonprofit, educational organization), 
in which pamphlet he again disoussed the history of 
communism at length and emphasized that American 
Communists ere a serious problem to a free society. 

He presents arguments both for and against various 
widely publicized methods of coping with communism 
and related the following concerning the role of the 
Communist Party as he than saw it. 

Sohleslnger states, "Since the war, the 
communists, as a result of their sponsorship of the 
Progressive Party, their opposition to the Marshall 
Plan, and their unquestioning endorsement of Soviet 
foreign policy, have backed themselves into an exposed 
and vulnerable position. With the rlse^/to power of 
Philip Murray and Walter Heuther, ^he anti*Qommunist 
forces in the CIO gained vigorous leadership. With the 
formation of Americans for Democratic Action, liberals 
who believed in a •non-Communiat left* acquired an 
organization of their own.

"As a result, open oommunlat Influenoe dwindled 
into neglig1ti>lllty.

it.The fact that they are committed to the 

destruction of freedom for the rest of ua certainly 
should not entitle them tc special olemencyi" (100-3i47955-A) 
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Prom the foregoing it is evident that 
Sohlesinger has exhibited a full awareness of the 
communist menace and knowledge of the methods utilized 
by the communists to achieve their ends. This factor 
is of interest with regard to statements hereinafter 
commented upon which have been orltloal of various 
Government programs Implemented to protect the national 
security. 

Re I Oritlcal Attitude Toward Various Governmental 
Bolioies and Programs 

Sohle8lnger*a articles have at various times 
been severely critical of governmental policy when that 
policy diverged from his philosophies as outlined in 
the preceding paragraphs. He has consistently, 
throughout the years, criticized Secretary of State John 
Poster Dulles and the foreign policy of the U. S. 

He has been extremely critical of the Federal 
Government Employees Security Program, in particular by 
stressing the right of the employee to confront adverse 
witnesses. His views on the practical application of 
this theory appear to have varied somewhat in the past as 
shown by quotes in the following two articles: 

lai"The New Y^rk Times,” magazine issue dated 
November 2, 19U7* an article appeared by Sohlesinger 
captioned "What ia Loyalty? A Difficult Question." 

In this article he concedes that the Government has a 
right of 8elf-protectIon. Oonoerning the problem of 
utilizing evidence from sources whose Identities are 
not disclosed, Sohlesinger advocates that a Government 
review board must be able to obtain from the Federal 
Bureau of Investigation full data oonoerning the 
reliability of evidence introduced, stating that the 
situation is Intolerable where the administrator must 
act on the basis of statements from unidentified 
Informants. He states that while It is understandable 
that Government counterespionage agencies cannot unveil 
their agents to evej?y demand of a defense attorney, the 
solution to this problem would be the adoption of the 
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praotloe that In oasae where the evidence was substantial 

the review board would not be expeoted to require 

oonfrontatlon; however; where the evidence la tenuous, 

the board ahould have the power of confronting the 

aoouaed with the aoouser and states, "If the FBI does 

not think the case important enough to risk blov/lng a 

counter-eaplonage chain, it muat choose between the 

chain and the oonviotion." He concludes that hla 

recommended system definitely would impose a heavy 

reaponsibility upon the review board and roust "depend 

too much for oomfort upon the restraint and wisdom of 

individuals." However, ha concludes that this task 

muat be handled soberly and responsibly. (1214-530-44 Enclosure) 

Subsequently, in an article appearing In the 
"Waal^ington Pbat" issue.dated November 2^, 19^3, 
captioned "Dalles Hedges on Right to Pace Accuser," 

Sohlpai'nger is quoted aa one of the signers to a 
telegram addreaaed to President Eisenhower concerning 
statements made by the President in a recent speech 
in whiohthe President reportedly said there must be no 
weakening of the American code which gives a man the 
"right to ijiieet his acotiser face to face." In the 
telegram the President was urged to apply the afore¬ 
mentioned principle toi 

; "One, your own security programs which cover 

millions of Oovernroent employees and workers In 
defense plants who today can be dioharged as 'security 
risks* without this 'right to meet their accusers face 
to face,' , 


"Two, the recent practice of your Attorney 
General in pronoxinolng unilateral findings of guilt 
predicated on half-disclosed reports from confidential 
soiu*oes. 


"Throe, to Congressional investigations 
whore mens' imputations are besmirched or destroyed 
without opportunity to confront and answer their accusers." 

( 140 -O-A) 
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Also, in the first of the two afore¬ 
mentioned articles, Sohlesinger advocated the appli¬ 
cation of strict security measures to the so-ealled 
"sensitive" agencies. However, he stated his belief 
that the same measures should not be applied to the 
"nonsensitive" agencies. This statement seems at 
variance with his statement in the same article with 
regard to the Government*a right of self-protection 
particularly in view of statements appearing in his 
previous writings concerning the objectives of the 
Communist Party of the United States which objectives 
he acknowledged as policies of disruption and black¬ 
mail. He ignores the fact that any Government employee 
so inclined could in some way commit acts detrimental 
to the national security. 

In another instance Sohlesinger authored a 
column in which he criticized the activities of the 
FBI, which criticisms were not based on fact. 7he 
article, captioned "History of the Week" appeared 
in the "New York Post Home News" issue dated March 5» 
1950. Schleslnger questioned the efficiency of the 
FBI saying, "Certainly we know now that a great deal 
of communist espionage went on in Washington in the 
1930*8;under the nose of the FBI." In this statement, 
Sohlesinger ignored the fact that it was not until 
September, 1939, that the FBI was given a directive 
by the President to operate in this field. Sohlesinger 
continued that the public had growing misgivings as 
to whether FBI methods were demooratlo, pointing out 
the increased use of wire tapping, efforts to cover 
up wire tapping by "other Illegal acts," and "the 
attempt to impugn the motives of anyone who dares to 
criticize the FBI." Schleslnger further commented 
that "When the FBI gets to believing that all its 
critics are Soviet agents, then its usefulness as in 
serving a democracy is over." With regard to the fore¬ 
going, the FBI has never concealed the fact that wire 
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tapping is used and has made no effort to "oover up 
wlre®tapping by other Illegal aots.** As to the 
oomment oonoernlng orltlolam. It should be pointed out 
that this Bureau haa never stated that It should not 
be orltloized nor has this Bureau ever entertained 
the thoizght that all of the FBI's orltlos are Soviet 
agentf* On the other hand, orltioiam Is resented 
when it la unfair in nature or oomes from inspired 
sources having an axe to grind.

In accordance with your request of February 1, 

1961, an investigation has been conducted concerning 
Arthur MeierySchlesinger, Jr, Mr, Schlesinger was previously 
investigated in 1948, and the results of that investigation, 
as well as the results of the current inquiries, have been 
incorporated into the enclosed summary memorandum. 


Ihe investigations of Mr. Schlesinger covered 
inquiries as to his character, loyalty, general standing . 
and ability, but no inquiries were made as to the sources 
of his income. Also, the investigations have not included 
review or analysis of Mr. Schlesinger * s writings. 

Information has been received from another -' ’ l^ 
Government agency* indicating that a check of its files 
concerning Blr. Schlesinger has not been completed. Wh^ ^ 
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that check has been completed, you will be advised. 
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An applicant-type investigation concerning 
Mr. Schlesinger vas conducted by this Bureau in 1948. 

The results of that investigation, as well as the results 
of the current inquiries concerning him, have been 
incorporated into this suiainary memorandum. 
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I. BIOGRAPHICAL DATA 
Birth 

Mr. Schlesinger was born on October 15, 1917, 
at Columbus, Ohio. 

Education ^QOi 

Mr. Schlesinger was l^duated from Phillips 
Exeter Academy, Exeter, New Hampshire, in 1933. After a 
world tour in company of his parents, he attended Harvard 
College, Cambridge, Massachusetts, frtxn 1934 to 1938, when 
he received a Bachelor of Arts degree. He was elected to 
Phi Beta Kappa and was graduated suimna cum laude. 



Upon his graduation from Harvard College, he was 
awarded a Henry Fellowship for study at Cambridge 
University, England, which he completed during 1938 and 
1939. He received an appointment as a Junior Fellow, Society 
of Fellows, at Harvard University from 1939 to 1948. 
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Mr. Schlesinger was granted a leave of absence . 
from his appointment as a Junior Fellow at Harvard 
University during 1942 and 1943 for service with the 
Government. In 1942 and 1943, he was employed as a writer 
with the Office of War Information at Washington, O. C. 
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that he held Ifr. Schleslnger and members of his family 
in the highest regard, that he considered them of 
excellent character and reputation, and that their loyalty 
vas beyond question. He advisbd that he mbuld recommend 
Mr. Schlesinger for any position of trust and confidence. 

James Phinney Baxter, President, Williams 
College, Williamstown, Massachusetts, who was Interviewed 
during the 1948 investigation, advised that he had known 
Mr. Schlesinger for a period of eighteen years and that he 
considered him "strongly anticommunist" and one whO' had 
actively opposed procommunist persons and organizations. 

He stated that by reason of bis character, reputation, and 
loyalty to the United States, Mr. Schlesinger was well 
qualified for a responsible position with the Government. 


of the Department of History, Harvard College, advised during 
the current investigation that he has known Mr. Schlesinger 
for twenty years, that they served together with the Office 
of Strategic Services during World War XI and that they have 
been colleagues at Harvard College since 1948. He stated 
that Ur. Schlesinger is strongly anticommunist and is a 
man of extraordinary ability and excellent character. 


Harvard College, advised during the current investigation that 
he has been a close friend of Mr. Schlesinger^ s^ce 1934, and 
that he has a very high opinion of him and of members of his 
family. He stated that Mr. Schlesinger has "an intense 
feeling of loyalty to the U. S.," and that he would recommend 
him without reservation. 


I_I Columbia 

University, New York City, advised during the current 
investigation that he has known Mr. Schlesinger socially and 
professionally since the end of World War II, that he believes 
him. to be very capable and of good character and reputation. 
Or. Tyson advised that he considers Mr. Schlesinger a 
loyal ibaerican citizen who is "sound as a dollar," and whom 
he would recommend highly for a position of trust and 
responsibility. 
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Fourteen other individuals, who have been 
closely associated with Ur. Schlesinger at Harvard 
College and who were acquainted with members of his 
immediate family, were interviewed in 1948 or during the 
current investigation. These persons furnished informa¬ 
tion to the effect that Ur. Schlesinger is a loyal 
American citizen, that he is very capable and that all 
members of his Immediate family are of excellent character 
and reputation. All recommended Mr. Schlesinger for a 
position of trust and confidence. 

W. Averell l^riman, Ambassador at Large, 

United States Department of State, advised at Washington, 

O. C., during the current investigation that he has known 
ur. Schlesinger socially and professionally for a period 
of twenty to twenty-five years, and that he considers him 
a loyal citizen of the best character, reputation, and 
associates. He stated that !Ar. Schlesinger is an intelligent 
anticommunist who is devoted to the best interests of the 
United States, that he is very capable and that he would . 
recommend him highly for a position of trust with the 
yO Government. 

The following individuals, who were interviewed 
at Washington, D. C., during the current investigation> and 
who advised that diey have known Mr. Schlesinger very well 
for periods of time ranging from eight to twenty-five years, 
furnished information to the effect that they consider 
Ur.

Mr. Schlesinger had become aware of communist tactics and 
had actively opposed them. 

Upon recontact during the current investigation, 
this same informant advised that be has only a vague 
recollection of Mr. Schlesinger and of the above-mentioned 
interview in 1948, and that he has no additional information 
concerning Mr. Schlesinger.

Information has been received from Informants, 
who have furnished reliable infoamiatloa In the past, from 
articles appearing In the communist press or frcxa the 
y files of the House Cimmittee on Un-American Activities, 
to the effect that a person Identified as Professor 
Arthur Schleslnger of Harvard University was listed as 
one of the faculty advisors for a branch of the Young 
Communist League at Harvard in 1933; as a member of the 
Adult Advisory Board of the American Student Union at 
Harvard la 1938; as one of the sponsors of an open 
discussion meeting held In 1943 under the auspices of a 
chapter of the American Youth for Democracy; and as an 
affiliate sometime prior to 1944 of the American Friends 
of Spanish Democracy, American Society for Technical 
Aid to Spanish Democracy, and the National federation for 
Constitutional Liberties.

Information was received from a source, who has 
furnished reliable information in the past, to the effect 
that Professor A. M. Schlesinger, Harvard University, was 
listed as a sponsor of a "Congress 6n. Civil Rights" 
scheduled to be held at Detroit, Michigan, in April, 1946, 
under the auspices of the Civil Rights Congress. An 
article in the August 31, 1947, issue of the "New York 
fiterald Tribune" contains information to the effect that 
the Civil Rights Congress had been cited as a communist 
front. According to the article, Professor A. M. Schlesinger, 
Edvard University, upon being reached for comment relative 
to this news, stated, "1 withdrew my name from that 
organization before its first meeting in Detroit. X gave 
no reason and do not care to now." No further information 
was available as to the identity of Professor A. M. Schlesinger. 


The Civil Rights Congress has been designated 
pursuant to Executive, Order 10450. 

During an interview with a representative of the 
United States Civil Service Ckmuaission on June 1943, and 
during an interview with a representative of the Federal 
Bureau of Investigation on July 2, 1948, Mr. Arthur Schlesinger, 
Jr., advised that bis father may have permitted the use of his 
name on literature issued by communist organizations. He 
indicated that his father was strongly anticommunist and that 
the use of his name by communist organizations would have 
been permitted only in instances in which his father had 
not been aware of the true nature of such organizations. 

He advised during the interview on July 2, 1948, that he^ 
was aware of one incident,: in which his father had given 
permission for the use of his name in connection with a 
Civil Bights Congress meeting at Detroit in 194'6, and had 
thereafter withdrawn his name after being informed that the 
V Civil Rights Congress was a communist-inspired organization.

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( During both of the Above-mentioned interviews 
on June 14, 1943, end July 2, 1948, Mr. Arthur Schlesinger, 

Jr., stated that he had never been affiliated with any communist 
groups and that be considered himself strongly anticommunist.

Information Concerning Mr, Schlesinger*s Attitude Toward 
inquiries into Communist Matters by uoverrimental Agencies 

During an interview with representatives of the 
United States Civil Service Commission on June 14, 1943, 
Mr. Schlesinger stated that he recalled having signed a 
petition urging the discontinuance of the Diies Committee. 
Be stated that the petition signed by him was circulated 
by a noncommunist organization called the Merican Defense 
Harvard Group. ^ 


The February 12, 1948, issue of "The Boston 
Herald" contain^an article reporting that at a public 
meeting relating to proposed legislation in Massachusetts 
known as the "Barnes Bill," Arthur Meier Schlesinger, Jr., 
Cambridge, Massachusetts, a member of the Americans for 
Democratic Action, spoke in opposition to the "Barnes Bill^" 
stating that its provision to ban I communists from teaching 
in Massachusetts was unnecessary "because there was no 
clear and present danger of communism in the schools." 

An article in the "New York Herald Tribune;.’ issue 
of May 21, 1948, contain^Information that a group of 
educators at Harvard University, including Arthur Sctflesinger, 
Jr., had urged Congress to defeat proposed legislation 
to control communists in the United States, which was known 
as the Mundt-Nixon Bill. 


The files of another Government agency 
contatbedrinformation in April, 1950, to the effect that a 
pamphlet entitled "Ihe Case of the Legless Veteran - 
James Kutcher" identified Arthur Schlesinger, Jr., as one of 
a number of individuals at Harvard University who \!K>re associated

James Kutcher is a legless veteran who

Kutcher suhsequontly filed suit for .

Government as a result of a decision by the 
United States Court of Appeals to the effect 
that the reasons given for his discharge 
differed from the charges preferred against 
him. Kutcher has admitted active membership, 
in the Socialist Workers Party, an organization 
. which has been designated pursuant to Executive 
Order 10450. - 

An individual, who has requested anonymity 
and with whom sufficient contact has not been had to 
establish reliability, advised during the 1948 Investigation 
that he had known Mr. Schlesinger for many years and had been 
in contact with him occasionally during recent years. He 
advised that he considered Mr. Schlesinger as an anticommunist 
and a loyal United States.citizen, but that, in bis opinion, 

Mr. Schlesinger frequently failed, to recognize the value of 
various types of inquiries into communist Infiltration, and 
failed to recognize the necessity for such inquiries in 
preserving the security of the Government. He indicated that 
his opinion of Mr. Schlesinger in this regard was based in part on 
the contents of l£r. Schlesinger *s writings.

Conunittee on Un-American Activities and the Federal Bureau 
of Investigation were dedicated to preserving the American 
way of life, but that because of their persistent^ and 
unwarranted attacks on persons and groups of liberal 
persuasion, they were doing much to destroy it. The source 
advised that he had met Hr. Schlesinger on numerous 
occasions and that he had heird him make remarks similar to 
the foregoing at other times. The source stated that he 
believed that Mr. Schlesinger was a loyal citizen who was 
opposed to communism and who had made remarks of the above 
nature as a result of his immaturity. This source is 
now deceased. 

During the previously-mentioned interview with 
a representative of the Federal Bureau of Investigation on 
July 2, 1948, Mr. Schlesinger recalled having delivered a 
short address at the above-mentioned dinner in Hay, 1947, 
and he stated that in the course of this address he had 
criticized the House Committee on Un-American Activities. 

He stated that he had not criticized the Federal Bureau of 
Investigation and had not made the remarks concerning 
the Federal Bureau of Investigation which, as set out in 
the foregoing paragraph, were attributed to him.

On March 7, 1961, you were,furnished a summary of an 
investigation conducted concerning Arthur Meier Schlesinger, Jr., 
which contained p^tinent information concerning Arthur Meier 
Schlesinger, Sfi^Por your convenience the infonaation pertaining 
to Arthur Meierf^chleslnger, Sr,, as it was contained in thaV / 
suma^ Is.set forth as follows: Xe 

Inforaation has been received from informants, who ^ 
have furnished reliable information in the past, from articles 
gl^earing in the communist press or from the files of the House 
dimlttee on Un-American Activities, tb the effect that a person 
dentified as Professor Arthur Schlesinger of Harvard University 
as''listed as one of the faculty advisors for a branch of the. 
oung Communist League at Harvard in 1933; as a member of the 
!dul,t, Advisory Board of the. American Student Union at Harvard in' . 
938;^.as one of the sponsors of ah open discussion meeting held 
fi 194s under the auspices of a chapter of the American Youth for 
«aocracy; and as an affiliate sometime prior to 1944 of the 
American Friends of Spanish Denocracy;, American, Socl^J^ ^or r 
Technical Aid to Spanish Democracy, and the NbtionaP^Qad^^ration 
for Constitutional Liberties. ^^ ^-

The organizations mentioned above have been 
designated parsnant to Executive Order 10450 
or have been cited as communist fronts by 
the House Committee on Un-American Activities. 

Although the above-mentioned Professor Arthur Schlesinger 
of Harvard University was not further identified, it is noted 
that Mr.. Arthur 3chlesinger, Jr., did not become associated with 
Harvard as a professor or assistant professor until 1046, while 
his father, Arthur Schlesinger, Sr., has been associated with 
Harvard since 1924. 

Information was received from a source, who has 
furnished reliable information in the past, to tne effect that 
Professor A. M, Schlesinger, Harvard University, was listed as 
a sponsor of a "Congress on Civil Rights" scheduled to be held 
at Detroit, Michigan, in April 1946, under the auspices of the 
Civil Rights Congress. An article in the August 31, 1947, issue 
of the "New York Herald Tribune" contains information to the effect 
that the Civil Rights Congress had been cited as a communist 
front. According to the article. Professor A. M. Schlesinger, 
Harvard University, upon being reached for comment relative to 
this news, stated, "I withdrew my name from that organization 
before its first meeting in Detroit. I gave no reason and do 
not care to now." No further information was available as to the 
identity of Professor A. M. Schlesinger. 

The Civil Rights Congress has been designated 
pursuant to Executive Order 10450. 

During an Interview with a representative of the 
United States Civil Service Commission on June 14, 1943, and 
during an interview with a representative of the Federal Bureau 
of Investigation on July 2, 1948, Mr. Arthur Schlesinger, Jr., 
advised that his father may have permitted the use of his name 
on literature issued by ewnmunist organizations. He indicated 
that his father was strongly anticommunist and that the use of 
his name by communist organizations would have been permitted 
only, in instances in which his father had not been .aware of the 
true nature of such organizations. He advised du'riiig the interview 
on July 2, 1948, that he was aware of one incident in which his

father had given peraission for the use of his naiae in connection 
with a Civil Rights Congress meeting at Detroit in 1946, and had 
thereafter withdrawn his name after being informed that the 
Civil Rights Congress was a coaaaunist-inspired organization. 

During both of the above-mentioned Interviews on 
June 14, 1943, and July 2. 1943. Mr. Arthur Schlesinger, Jr., 
stated that he had never Seen affiliated with any communist 
groups and that he considered himself strongly anticommunist. 

Morris Ernst, lawyer and author, Nantucket, 
Massachusetts, advised during the 1943 investigation that he 
had known Mr. Schleslnger for a period of five years and 
had known his father for many years. He advised that the father, 
Arthur Schlesinger, Sr., was not a communist and would never 
be a communist^ but had unwittingly become involved with 
several communist front groups as a result of his activities 
in defending '^civil rights." Blr, Ernst advised that 
Arthur Schlesinger, Jr., was strongly anticommiiaist and that his 
character and associates were above reproach. (161-262-36) 

Onr files contain no additional pertinent information 
concerning Arthur Meier Schlesinger, Sr., subsequent to 
March 7, 1961.

A member of the White House staff 
predicts that Socialism will gradually 
replace capitalism in this country

AUDACIOUS ATTACK On OUf 

free enterprise system by one 
who is now a member of the 
White House staff was recently 
highlighted by a U.S. Congress¬ 
man., It was contained in an ar¬ 
ticle originally published in the 
May-Tune, 1947, issue of Partisa n 
Review a nd written by A rthur M. 
Schlesing^, Jr. 

Mr. Schlesing er is a former pro¬ 
fessor of history at Harvard Uni¬ 
versity. At one time he was chair¬ 


man of the Americans for Demo¬ 
cratic Action, an organization of 
left-wing extremists, and speech 
writer for Adlai Stevenson. At 
present he is speech writer for 
President John F. Kennedy and is 
high in the counsels of the ad¬ 
ministration. 

Representative John H. Rousse- 
lot of California placed Schle- 
singers Partisan Review article in 
the Congressional Record. In do¬ 
ing so, he told members of the 
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February 


/ House that the article '‘is a blue- 
\ print of the plan for turning the 
^ people of the United States over 
to a monolithic Socialist-Fascist- 
Marxist type of tyranny. It was 
written in 1947. I urge everyone 
to read it. You will see how far 
this country has advanced under 
the guidance of such men as this 
former Harvard professor; and you 
can see how much further it will ad¬ 
vance, if we do not guard ourselves 
against and become aware of the 
machinations of such people as 
Mr Schlesinger and his proto- 
types.'* 

The article clearly reveals why 
left-wingers and Socialists can de- 
{ cry an ideology so closely aligned 
with their own, such as Commu- 
i nism. It explains why Americans 
j on the conservative right are under 
I vicious and systematic attack; why 
U.S. foreign policy is so timid and 
• indecisive and bent on co-existence 
come what may, why Khrushche v 
can spit in Uncle Sam's eye, c all 
it dew and get away with it. 

j As Congressman Rousselot no ted. 
Partisan Review is a trade lournal 
f or professional intellectual Social ¬ 
ists of all shade s, so it attracts little 
attention outside of the profession 
? in which it circulates. Although 
j the magazine serves to keep leftist 
groups informed on plans and pro¬ 
jects, there was nothing crypcic 


about the article which Schlesinger 
wrote for the Mayrjune, 1947, 
issue. It was clearly a manifesto, 
spelled out in language anyone 
could understand who has an ele¬ 
mentary knowledge of the left- 
wing lexicon. 

Now that Schlesinger is a mem¬ 
ber of the White House staff and 
a speech writer for the President, 
the article takes on a formidable 
and sinister significance, 

^^riting on the subject, "The 
Future of Socialism," Schle¬ 
singer asserts that neither Commu¬ 
nism nor capitalism offers any so¬ 
lution to the problems of modern 
industry and the modem state. He 
believes in still a third possibility. 
"There is no inherent reason why 
democratic socialism should not be 
possible." 

His rejection of Communism 
does not necessarily mean antithe¬ 
sis. Communism, to the dialectical 
mind of a Harvard professor, is 
Socialism plus Stalinas terroristic 
and police state methods plus Rus¬ 
sian expansionism. While he op¬ 
poses the "pluses," he embraces 
Socialism. As an advocate of grad¬ 
ualism (the technique of socialistic 
permeation of existing institu¬ 
tions), he is not so much an op¬ 
ponent of Communism as he is a 
competitor with the same or a 
similar line of merchandise.

Thus he writes : 'If Socialism 
(i.e., the ownership by the state of 
all significant means of produc¬ 
tion) is to preserve democracy, it 
must be brought about step by 
step in a way which will not dis¬ 
rupt the fabric of custom, law, and 
mutual confidence upon which 
personal rights depend. That is, 
the transition must be piecemeal; 

- it must be parlimentary; it must 
respect civil liberties and due pro¬ 
cess of law.’^ 

A Advocating Socialism so as not 
I to disrupt the fabric of custom and 
I law i s a clever artifice and sounds 
^ disarming and innocent enough 
j until one remembers that this was 
'^the line that Lenin followed at 
first. He promised the people dem¬ 
ocratic institutions, but after he 
had gained sufficient power to im¬ 
pose his will, Red soldiers stood 
with fixed bayonets at the entrance 
to parliament buildings to bar 
the entrance of the Constituent 
Assembly. So-called libertarian S o- 
cialism may seem a little more 


odorous than Communism, but its 
ult imate goals are no differ ent. 

Socialism is possible in this 
country, Schlesinger argues, be¬ 
cause of the inherent weaknesses 
of capitalism. He seems as con¬ 
temptuous of business leaders and 
institutions as he is distrustful of 
the working class. 

"The classical argument against 
gradualism," he writes, "was that 
the capitalist ruling class would 
resort to violence rather than sur¬ 
render its prerogatives. Here, as 
elsewhere, the Marxists enormous¬ 
ly overestimated the political cour¬ 
age and will of the capitalists. In 
fact, in the countries where capi¬ 
talism really triumphed, it has 
yielded with far better grace (that 
is, displayed far more cowardice) 
than the Marxist schema pre¬ 
dicted." 

AN EXAMPLE of Capitalist cow¬ 
ardice, he points to the alleged 
attitude of certain coal operators 
back in 1933. It was reported, he 
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says, that '‘the coal operators 
pleaded with the Government to 
nationalize the mines. They of¬ 
fered to sell ‘to the Government 
at any price fixed by the Govern¬ 
ment. Anything so we can get out 
of It.’ " 

The government, he avers, was 
not “ready” to take over the coal 
mines. It lacked what he calls 
“trained personnel,” meaning of 
course intellectuals and socialistic 
managers from the Harvard incu¬ 
bator. 

But since 1933, “New Deals” 
of one variety or another appar¬ 
ently have served as an adequate 
training program for such manag¬ 
ers, for Schlesinger predicts, “The 
next depression will certainly mean 
a vast expansion in Government 
ownership and control. The private 
owners will acquiesce in this. In 
characteristic capitalist panic, they 
iwill demand it.” The government 
is now “ready.” 

The advance toward Socialism 
jean take many forms: “The inde¬ 
pendent public corporation, in the 
rnanner of TVA, is one; State and 
municipal ownership can exist 
alongside Federal ownership; the 
jtechniques of the co-operatives can 
be expanded; even the resources 
of regulation have not been fully 
tapped.” 

Schlesinger thus concludes that 


Socialism is possible in this coun¬ 
try as a long-term pre^sition. It 
will be brought about, ne says, not 
by the working class, but by ‘^some 
combination of lawyers, business 
and labor managers, politicians, 
and intellectuals, in the manner 
of the first New Deal, or of the 
Labor government in Britain.” 

His idea her e makes wa y for the 
r ule oflhe inti^lectua ls, who taF e 
t hemselves seriously aii d who re ¬ 
gard themselves as oracles divinely 
ordained t o impart wisdbni ^and 
"tTmanage the complex mechanism 
of the modern state. The rest o f 
^ us are poor boo b s who jon't know 
^wTiat It s ail_ abouT^^ 

He is distrustful of the working 
class. In his view, their suscepta- 
bility to socialistic aims is largely 
myth, overplayed by Marx who 
wrote so glowingly of the proletar- 
iet. Schlesinger s appraisal, how¬ 
ever, does not coincide. “ Workers 
as a mass,” he writes, “have rarely 
had the impulses attributed to 
them by Marxism. They t oo often 
believe in pa triotism or religion 
oTread corn^ s'trips. go to movies, 
play slot machines and patronize 
taxi dance halls; in one way or 
another, they try to cure their dis 
content by narcotics rather than by 
surgery. Thus they are ra rely 
s wept by th e prope r mass emo 
tions.” 
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y pR ALL OF HIS cocksurenes s, 
Schlesinger entertains som e 
fears. Th e process of **backing into 
S^ialism'' ( his own cute phras e) 
is not as simple as it may sound. 
He foresees three obstacles: 1. The 

I death-wish of the capitalists; 2. 
the betrayal of the intellectuals; 
and 3. the counterrevolution of the 
Soviet Union.” 

While he expects the business 
community of America to surrend¬ 
er meekly to creeping Socialism, 
he recognizes the possibility of 
some violent reaction. In short, he 
fears enlightenment. He is afraid 
that some people will catch on. He 
knows that a renascense of con- 
servativism in this country could 
spoil !a lot of planning. 

He writes: '^The American bus¬ 
iness community is too irresponsible 
to work steadily for the national 
interest, or even for its narrow 
class interests. . . . But the Ameri¬ 
can business community continues 
to resist the radical democracy, like 
a drowning man threshing out at 
his rescuer. In so doing, it may de¬ 
stroy the possibility of a peaceful 
transition to socialism. In its panic 
it may yield to the most ruthless 
blackmailer — externally to the 
Soviet Union, internally to any 
political gangster promising secur¬ 
ity •— and thereby dissipate the na¬ 
tion s j capacity to control its pro¬ 


cess of change. ... This growing 
capitalist irresponsibility is the 
symptom of the death-wish: It is 
Samson in the temple.” 

His use of the words 'political 
gangster” is interesting. Ot course, 
in the left-wing lexicon, a "politi¬ 
cal gangster” means any leader cap¬ 
able of rallying popular support, 
of leading a conservative move¬ 
ment. The liberals are determined 
to keep conservative forces on the 
defensive, divided up into splinter 
groups, and without leadership. 
Any potential leader is given the 
smear treatment. Liberals have suc¬ 
ceeded at this maneuver and no 
doubt with their control of com¬ 
munications will continue to in¬ 
timidate a great segment of the 
American people. 

Capitalists, according to Schle¬ 
singer, are political incompetents 
who lack the instinct, energy and 
courage to survive. 

"The capitalists have certainly 
been great organizers of produc¬ 
tion and, in this process, great ex¬ 
ploiters of the downtrodden. But 
their confidence, intelligence, and 
ruthlessness have always dwindled 
as they got farther away from the 
factory or countinghouse They 
have constituted a plutocracy, not 
an aristocracy. They have never 
been, in the 'political sense, an ef¬ 
fective governing class. (Italics 
added.) 
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''A plutocracy is trained to think 
in terms of business dealings and 
not of war, in terms of security 
and not of honor, in terms of class 
and not of nation. With their 
power dependent on the continued 
convertibility of pieces of paper, 
they dread anything which might 
upset the fragile conventions of 
economic society. They lack the in¬ 
stinct, energy, and courage to 
govern. . . . 

“The bourgeoisie consequently 
has always had to turn for protec¬ 
tion to some non-bourgeois group. 
Without such protection, as 
Schumpeter puts it, it is 'unable 
not only to lead its nation but even 
to take care of its particular class 
interest. Which amounts to saying 
this—it needs a master,' (Joseph A, 
Schumpeter, neo-Marxist, long¬ 
time Harvard economics profes¬ 
sor.) 

“This normal political incompe¬ 
tence of the capitalists has recently 
been exaggerated by a gradual dis¬ 
appearance of the capitalist ener¬ 
gies themselves* it is this combin¬ 
ation which justifies the term 
'death-wish.' Not onlv does the 

j 

bourgeoisie lack the skill to protect 
itself; it is increasinglv lacking in 
the will to protect itself.” 

JJaving considered the death- 
wish of the capitalist, Schle- 


singer turns to the second road¬ 
block to Socialism — the betrayal 
of the intellectuals. 

Here he deals with the problems 
of the liberals, as he sees them, 
in the century of Buchenwald. He 
sums them up as the susceptibility 
to wishfulness, the need for the 
sustaining myth, and the disbelief 
in man's urge to destroy. They com¬ 
bine, he says, “to reduce the ca¬ 
pacity for critical judgment which 
the intellectual's detachment from 
social loyalties should confer upon 
him. This is the real traison des 
clercs. Instead of contributing clar- 
ity, logic, and rigorous insistence 
on facts, the liberal intellectual has 
been more and more devoting his 
ingenuity to laminating his favor¬ 
ite myths. He has failed wretched¬ 
ly to live up to his obligation to 
provide intellectual leadership," 

As previously mentioned, Schles- 
inger rules out the possibility of 
the working class as “an agency 
of change" in the advance toward 
Socialism. Trade unions could 
have fulfilled this role, he thinks, 
but there is no longer any point 
in keeping up such a pretense. Lin¬ 
der existing circumstances, trade 
unions are an adjunct to the cor¬ 
poration and have little signifi¬ 
cance apart from that system. 

Linder Socialism, however, the 
functions of the trade union are 
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radically transformed, according to 
Schlesinger. 'It becomes, not a free 
labor movement, but a labor front. 
.. . Strikes can no longer be trade 
union instruments in a national¬ 
ized industry. Unions inevitably 
become organs for disciplining the 
workers, not for representing 
them.'* 

Turning from the working class 
and reaching for a new hope, the 
liberal looks to the Soviet Union. 
"Each success of the Soviet Un¬ 
ion," Schlesinger writes, "has con¬ 
ferred new delights on those pos¬ 
sessed of the need for prostration 
and frightened of the responsibili¬ 
ties of decision. In a world which 
makes very little sense, these emo¬ 
tions are natural enough. But sur¬ 
render to them destroys the ca¬ 
pacity for clear intellectual leader¬ 
ship which ought to be the liber- 
al's function in the world. In an 
exact sense, Soviet Russia has be¬ 
come the opiate of the intellec¬ 
tuals." 


T he" erudite Harvard professo r, 
who ( now reportedly conducts 
grou p^iscussi ons in his ho me aj; 
te nde? 

ffint of the 
enlightenment, "crossfertilized with 
such things as unitarianism, science, 
bourgeois complacency, and a be¬ 
lief in progress." Liberalism, h e 
declares, rejected '^the absurd 


Christian myths of sin and dam ¬ 
nation a nd believed that what 
shortcomings man might have 
were to be redeemed, not by Jesus 
on the cross, but by the benevolent 
unfolding of history." Humanism, 
he believes, is capable of ushering 
in a heaven on earth, a goal which 
he accounts "much more sensible 
and wholesome than a heaven in 
heaven." 

I^CHLESINGER SEES THE third ob' 
Stacie to Socialism — the count¬ 
errevolution of the Soviet Union 
— in a different light than the first 
two. The latter he regards as more 
or less unconscious obstacles, while 
"the role of the Soviet Union is 
highly intelligent, purposeful and 
determined." 

It is his opinion that Soviet 
leaders do not regard capitalism 
as their most deadly foe, because 
they feel its destruction from in¬ 
herent weaknesses and folly is as¬ 
sured. "The serious enemy is real- 
ly the Tadical democr at uTo pro¬ 
poses to solve the problems of un¬ 
employment and want without en¬ 
slaving the masses and setting up a 
police state." 

This passage provides insight 
into the conflict between Comm u¬ 
nism and S^ialism , a conflict o f 
methods, not of Ideolog y nor of 
ultimate ends. Socialism represents 
a competing alternative. 
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Britain is cited as an example: 
*‘So long as Churchill lived in 
Downing Street, Moscow knew 
that Britain offered no competi¬ 
tion in the struggle for Europe. 
But the victory of the Labor Party 
in the summer of 1945 brought 
new hope to all the people of 
Europe who still had freedom of 
political expression. It signalized 
an alternative to Moscow which 
promised the same economic ad¬ 
vantages — and with political li¬ 
berty in place of the NKVD."' 

Schlesinger complains that should 
the Communists win they will re¬ 
duce all alternatives to Red and 
black. “The crime of the U.S.S.R. 
against the world is its determina¬ 
tion to make experiments in liber¬ 
tarian socialism impossible.’' And 
this is the counterrevolution he 
fears. 

Agreeing with Schumpeter that 
“The Trouble with Russia is not 
that she is Socialist but that she is 
Russia,” Schlesinger sees Russia as 
using Socialism as a cloak for its 
imperialism Russian expansion¬ 
ism could be dealt with as men 
I have dealt with it in the past, but 
,“as a social faith, it can penetrate 
to every corner of the world and 
rally its fifth columns wherever in¬ 
justice and poverty exist. Commu¬ 
nism gives Russian expansion¬ 
ism its warhead. On a prear¬ 


ranged signal, the Russian drive 
can explode internally in every 
country on the globe.” 

^HE PROBLEM THEN is to Contain 
Russia, to roll with the punch, 
as it were, until the “crusade” 
wears thin. Then Socialist man¬ 
agers of world government can 
step in and take advantage of the 
thrust that the Soviet Union has 
made. 

For such a policy to succeed, the ^ 
U.S. will have to resist anti- • 
Communism and encourage the | 
growth of the “democratic” left. I 
Here, at least, Schlesinger is halv¬ 
ing his way. His RQspel is being 
th undered from the White House , t 
fr onTtlie press, from the tefevis ion | 
net works, and i^rom such period i- I 
c als as Nexvswi^k. 

^cnlesmge^onroreign policy: 
“The United States must maintain 
a precarious balance between a 
complete readiness to repel Soviet 
aggression beyond a certain limit 
and complete determination to 
demonstrate within this limit no 
aggressive U.S. intentions toward 
the Ll.S.S.R. It must commit it¬ 
self, economically, politically, and 
militarily, to the maintenance of 
this balance over a long period.' 

Such a policy is, of course, like 
walking a tightrope, but Schle¬ 
singer tells us that “the state de¬ 
partment has been proceeding for 
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sometime somewhat along these 
lines/' 

U.S. cringing and hem hawing 
in foreign policy do not seem quite 
so mysterious after reading Schl es- 
ing er s article in Partisan Revien v. 
It IS quite evident the U.S. is play¬ 
ing the role of the armed truce 
well. All of the sound and fury 
over Communist aggression is to 
the liking of the gradualists, for it 
has a diversionary effect. It pro¬ 
vides a smoke screen for the in¬ 
filtration of Socialism, Harvard 
brand. 

If the American people do not 
sensibly interpret what the liberals 
in their quest for power are doing 
to them (Schlesinger now has the 
means to implement his ideas) or, 
to use the words of Congressman 
Rousselot, ''if we do not guard ou r¬ 
selves against and become aw are 
o f the machination s of such pe o¬ 
p le as Mr. Schl^ing er and his 
pr ototypes,^' it will not belong be¬ 
fore we shall reflect, ruefully, ho^v 
did we get in this awful fix? 

Schlesinger is right about on e 
thing, We are standing idly by in 
paralytic do-nothingness. This is 
partly due to apathy and partly 
due to narcotic, that is, the stupi- 
fying propaganda and' distortion 
injected through the media of 
communication. Whatever the 
cause, the longer we stand idly by, 


the sooner we will lose our way of 
life. 

Schlesing er concludes his article 
in Partisan Review by upholdin g 
t he intellectual as the hope of man ¬ 
kind . It ill-behooves him to cen¬ 
sure Soviet leaders for "messianic 
intoxication." 

"The intellectual must not be 
deflected from his responsibility by 
inherited dogma. It is clear today 
that Marx's method was often bet¬ 
ter than his own application of it. 
Experience is a better master than 
any sacred text. The experience 
of a century has shown that 
neither the capitalists nor the 
workers are so tough and purpose¬ 
ful as Marx anticipated; that their 
mutual bewilderment and inertia 
leave the way open for some other 
group to serve as the instruments 
of change; that when the politician- 
manager-intellectual type — the 
New Dealer — is intelligent and 
decisive, he can get society to move 
just fast enough for it to escape 
breaking up.under the weight of 
its own contradictions."

On March 21, 1962, a confidential informant advised 
that oniMarch 14, 1962, while he was talking in the presence 
of an associate, with a third person in the latter's office in 
Washington, D.C,, the third person confidentially advised that 
one of his friends has reported to him that during his under¬ 
graduate days at Harvard University, he had attended a Communist 
Party cell meeting presided over by Arthur M. Schlesinger, Jr. 
as chairman. 

The informant declined to identify the above mentioned 
third person and the infonnant said that this person had refused 
to identify the friend who had been a Harvard undergraduate. 

The informant said, however, that the third person who furnished 
this information indicated that he is taking steps to arrange 
for a personal interview with President John F. Kennedy, at 
which time he plans to furnish this information to the President 
personally. The informant was of the opinion that the third 
person will eventually have personal access to the President. 

The Informant said that this person also advised that he is 
still trying to convince his friend, a former Harvard under¬ 
graduate, that he should allow his identity to be revealed to 
the President. 


The informant indicated that he hopes to have access 
to more infomation about this matter in the future and he 
concluded by indicating that he will furnish any pertinent 
information concerning this matter which he may receive in the 
future.

The attached memorandum highlights pertinent informatiorf 
Schlesinger but does not include information concerning all of the more than 400 
references in Bureau files concerning him. No attempt has been made to analyze 
Schlesinger*s writings since it would entail review of all. of his writings to insure 
completeness and to avoid any possibility of a charge of lack of objectivity by the 
FBI and because| such an analysis would involve rendering opinions rather than 
fact,findings. Schlesinger has criticized communism and has advocated Socialism. 
He has been inconsistent in indicating at one time an awareness of the communist 
menace and at other times a lack of such awareness. His criticism of the Director's 
book, ”Maste#s of Dec§ii, " is not included.

they y?epe doing much to destroy it. T^ source stated he believed Mr. Schlesinger 
c, .■ wns oppoaed to communism and this his reniarks were a result Of his immaturity. 

On July 2, 1948, Mr. Schlesinger was interviewed by a represent¬ 
ative of the Federal Bureau of Investi^tion.
